Referring to your letter of the 6th 
instant #152195/1 respecting the Indian School 
at Gibson, I wuld say that in all probability 
gzome of the complications have arisen from the 
fact that the missionary, Mr. Kendall, was not 
familiar with the course of procedure that ought 
to be taken. 4s the number of Indians at Gibson 
is so small we have always felt that the duties 
of missionary and teacher should be discharhed by 
one and the same person, and this was the expecta- 
tion when Mr. Kendall was appointed. But either 
because he did not consider himself qualified as 
a teacher, or more probably because he disliked the 
routine of a teacher's work, he employed a teacher, 
whom he paid out of his own pocket, and took upon 
himself the responsibility of making the reports, 
etc. 

It is among the possibilities that Mr. Kendall 
may be transferred to another field in June next, 
but in the meantime I will communicate with him 
respecting his relation to the teacher with a view 
to avoid future complications.

We are in receipt of an application from 
Mr. James Oliver, M.A., who was for several years 
teacher of the Christian Island school, and at present 
we are holding him available as miseionary teacher for 
the school on the Gibson Reserve. There is a specific 
reason why no definite nomination has been submitted 
to the Department. 


The combined grant from the Indian Department 
and the Missionary Society now being paid for the work 
at Gibson would furnish a reasonably adequate salary 
for a married man. At the same time, the situation at 
Georgina Island is unsatisfactory from the standpoint 
of the Missionary Society, although I believe that the 
lady who is supplying there has rendered fairly good 
service as day school teacher. It was my hope that we 
might secure an efficient married man for the school at 
Gibson and end the temporary arrangement at Georgina 
Island by placing Mr. Oliver there as miesionary teacher. 
I think that he would prefer the situation, although 
somewhat lees remunerative, because it is more accessible 
and comparatively adjacent to Toronto. In the meantime, 
the position of the Department is secure in that both 
positions are covered. If we io not secure a married 
man whom we can recommend for the position of missionary 
teacher at Gibson, Mr. Oliver will be nominated for 
that echool and the present or some similar arrangement 
Continued at Georgina Island.

@ month, a6 assistant to the regular teacher, Mr. Jones, 
who is willing to supervise her work. 4s most of the child. 
ren are emall, young and in the primary grades, it is thought 
that anyone having an ordinary pubiio school education, like 
iss Strehgth, who 1 may add is also quite a musician, could 
satisfactorily fill the position for the time being. the 
school material, excepting & blackboard, would not have to 
be purchased as the suppiy on hand at the regular school 


oould be used. fhe school in fact will be a subsidiary to 


the regular one. The total expenditure involved in such a 


move would not exceed $135.00 for the 4 months. 

Years ago the school on the reserve used to be 
held alternately every six months on these two settlements, 
but was found unsatisfactory and the practice discontinued. 
The present school is doing splendid work and is apparently 
appreciated by the indians, as shown by the attendance of the 
children considering the distance and awful roads they have 
to travel to get to the school. wast year one of the pupils, 
Alex Decaire, passed the entrance examinations with honors, 
and is now continuing his studies in the aigh School at 
Yarry Sound. the only complaint offered by the teacher was 
lack of punctuality on the part of the pupils in getting to 
school in time for the opening exercises and he thinks that 
if the school had a large bell and rung regularly half an 
hour before opening, this would be remedied to a large extents 

The teacher, Mr. Jones, an anglishman, about 40, 
appears to take keon interest in hie work as teacher and 
missionary. He evidently has the confidence and support 
of the indians. the practice of appointing teachers on 
this reserve, as well as on some of tne other reserves, in 
the dual capacity of teacher and missionary, may have some 


commendable points in its tavour. it, however, seems to 
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me to be a source of handicap to the attainment of any- 
thing like full measure of success in either sphere, and 
should be discouraged as much as possibie. his opinion 
I may add, is shred by all those engaged in that capacity. 
in the case of mr. Jones, while he appears to be attached 
to the religious side of his work, yet & cannot help think- 
ing that were his efforts wholly given to one line of work, 
he would attain far greater success. mr. Jones is engazed 
in teaching the boys in manuel training and his wife is 
gratuitously giving her services to teaching the girls in 
domestic science. Mrs. Johes . a refined snglish lady 
and wrthy of better environment, feels extremely out of 
her element on the reserve, and for the sake of her husband' 
usefulness it would appear advisable to give him every con- 
sideration in the matter of transfer to another school, not 
80 isolated as Gibson om the occasion when the missionary 
Society releases him from his present incumbency. 

4 have gathered tne following observations from 
the remarks made by different indians during the discussion 
on the timber question and it can be seen that they have 
grasped the situation rightly. they have learned the value 
of education; realized that it is the only means available 
with which their children can confidently expect to maxe 
good for themselves; that they now have to live iike white 


people; face the struggie of Life with the same equipment as 


the whiteman and that the greatpetthset in this struggle ie 


the goquisition of practical knowledge of the snglish lan- 
guage. these indians have got beyond the chiidish notion 
So populariy current in the minds of Bis vka brethern, viz: 
that an indian with his imaginary “treaty rignts", will be 
an indian as lomg as the sun shines, eto. From every indi- 
cation such a delusion is a thing of the past with these 


people.

Mr. 0ooke of this Department, who recently visited 
the Gibson Reserve, has submitted a petition which he re- 
ceived from the Indian parents of children living in the 
vicinity of Black Lake on the western part of the reserve, 
in which they request that a school be opened during the 
coming winter and spring months only to provide for the 
education of tha children residing in that part of the 
reserve, They claim that the distance which the children 
have to travel to the present school ami the state of the 
roads does not warrent them in letting their children 
travel the distance during the winter. Mr. Gooke states 
that he consulted you regarding this matter, 


The Department i@ disposed to accede to the re~ 
quest of the Indian parents and give the school a trial 
during the present winter, 


Arrangements have been made with Ohier Peter 
Strength, who will allow the use of one of his rooms, which 
is well lighted and has an entrance of its own, at a rental 
of $8.00 per month, which will cover the heating, the 
sweeping of the room and the use of an organ, The benches 
in the old Methodist Ohurch nearby can be utilized for the 
use of the pupils and teacher.

Sir, — 


On my visit to Gibson Reserve I found, on making 
inquiries why there was so few children attending school. The 
reasons are as follows: 


1. There is a general complaint from all the members of 
the Band that the teacher Miss Black is not able to control 
the children of ten years and upward. The members of the Band 
claimed that there was no use of sending the children as they 
almost always did as they liked and worried Miss Black so much 
that she often cried at the way they carried on- 


2. Most of the parents admit that Miss Black is a good 
teacher but they claim that she lacks the power to enforce her 
authority. 


The members of the council and the mothers with 
whom I have talked are of the belief that a younger teacher is 
required. I feel very keenly about the situation as Miss Black 
didn't seem to me to be any too well and she seems to me to be 
rather too nervous for the position which she holds. As a matter 
of very strict duty I must recommend that a change be made as 
otherwise the education of the majority of the children will be 
badly neglected.

I beg to inform you that our agent at Parry Sound, 
who recently visited the Gibson Reeerve, found that there 
were very few children attending echool. On making inquiriee,

2. The membere of the band claimed that there wae no 
use in sending their children ae they did as they liked 
and worried the teacher eo much that she often cried 
at the way they carried on. 


3. A number of the parents admitted to the agent that 
Mises Black ie a good teacher, but they claimed that ehe 
lacked the power to enforce her authority. The membere 
of the council requeeted that a younger teacher be 
engaged. The agent states that Mies Black seemed to be 
in poor health and too nervous for the position ehe 
holde. He recommends that a change be made, otherwiee 
the education of the majority of the children will be 
badly neglected. 


Ae this echool is conducted under the auepicee of 


the Methodiet Church, I am eubmitting the above for your 
Consideration. We do not desire to be unfair to Mise Black, 
but reporte ae to her lack of control of the children have 
been received at intervale during the time ehe hae been 
teaching at thie school, and it is considered advisable, in 
view of the interests of the work, to dispenee with her 
Services if another tuacher can be eecured. 


I shall be pleased to have your views in the matter, 
aleo, if a change of teachers ie made, whether a qualified 
successor to Mise Black can be obtained. Your early attention 
to this matter will be sppreciated.

You write about F. G. Steeds, the Missimary Teacher on 
the Gibson Reserve. I am surprised te have the information that you 
give me to the effect that during the month of Mey the school was in 
Operation only eight days, and only five days in the month of June. 


It is not long since the Indian Agent called me by ‘phone 
when in the city, te urge that something be done te retain Mr. Steeds* 
services on this Reserve for another year. The Indians appointed a 
representative to com to Toronto to see me, to make gure that he wuld 
not be removed. How, to have the statement from you that the Indians 
have requested that a qualified teacher ~ whe will be relieved of the 
duties of a missionary = be engaged, is a eurprise to me. 


Ie it not possible that Mr. Steeds’ efforts to establish 
better moral conditions on the Reserve have something to do with this 
agitation against hint According to his report he has taken drastic 
Measures with some of the Indiana there? IT have written him toe 
Sscertain why the school was in operation only eight days in May and 
five days in June. 


I em leaving for my holidays on Mondsy next, and do not 
expect to be in the Mission Rooms until about the middle of August, and 
if you have any further report to send me in regard to Steeds’ relation 
to the Gibson Indians, I would like te have it, if possible, ty return 
mail.

Dear Sir: 


I have just received your letter of November lst re 
Inspector Johnson's report of the Day School here. It comes 
as @ surprise somewhat to me as on this particular visit he 
remained only a short time with us. He inspected some reading 
classes and said there was an improvement in the children's 
readings I might just say that the children are a little 
nervous of Mr. Johnson, and read in a lower tone than usual. 
indian children, in my twelve years experience in indian 
teaching, do not speak out so freely or clearly as white 
children. ‘hey have their indian language before they start 
school and this makes it more difficult to learn the English, 
and causes their articulation to be rather broken. The atten- 
dance here is rather irregular. 


In reference to appearing apathetic about the work, 
I might simply state, that like my father, a university man 
and teacher, I have always enjoyed teaching school and have 
been interested in the profession. However I may appear, iL 
have always had fair results in my work. in the fifty yeere 
of school work here at Gibson 1 have been the first teacher 
to put through an entrance scholar. in the three or four years 
here I have put through two scholars. I voluntarily offered 
to teach them the first two years of high school work to fit 
them for training for nursese hey came and did very good work. 
I have an entrance class this year. i also started a fair in 
connection with the school. We receive Eaton's school prizes 
with silver cup as well as other special prizes. ‘The fair 
work includes writing, drawing, painting, agriculture, sewing 
and composition. Our work has been taken to the County Union 
fair and we have carried off some First and other prizes there. 
Also some families have asked thet i remain on here until their 
children get educated. I do not see how in these above examples 
of my work in the school that 1 have been apathetic in my 
dealings with the pupils. 1 do not say wre Johnson is aware 
of what 1 have just been statinge Ihe indian work is peculiar 
in iteelf and one has to adjust oneself to them to get the best 
results. this | am attempting to do to the best of my knowledge. 
With the above evidence i think | am obtaining fair reward for 
my efforts with ten years experience in white schools. i find 
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it more difficult in indian work though 1 think much of the 
Work here measures up fairly with the average white schools. 


As an ordained minister and sormalite 1 feel that my 
work ig part of my religion and I will ever endeavour to 
obtain the highest reward in the work of my school. I have 
faithfully carried out any suggeetions which Mr. Johnson has 
made in the school work in his inapections. 


I trust that with this rather lengthy Epistle I have 
given you a truthful statement of the work being carried on 
here at Gibson Day School and that you are in a position to 
underetand more fully how the work is going on here.

Dear Mr. Beaton: 


As the Indian Department's complaint concerns me, I feel I should 
write a few lines in answer too. 


Quoting the Indian Agent (Mr. Daly) about this, he remarked, "I 
guess Mr. Johnson (Inspector) had a chip on his shoulder the day he called", 
At any rate I am deeply grieved over his untimely report from here. 


He came the last of September. I showed him the new time table for 
the school asking for help if it seemed unbalanced. He said it was al- 
right. I had changed some of the afternoon subjects to the 1l a.m. to 
12 a.m. period in the morning, subjects in which Mr. Sommer gives special 
help such as music, singing, public speaking, reading, ete. (In this he 
is unusually capable and very successful.) I explained the change, that 
after this,when Mr. Sommer did help it would be in the morning instead of 
in the afternoon as previously. 


When Mr. Johnson called it was the gecond morning of Mr. Sommer's 
help at school since school started in September, although 
helped me more often in the afternoon periods. 


Since coming here we have succeeded in getting four to study for 

the "Entrance", Only one in the Reserve has succeeded in th 1001's 
history. We were quite pleased to think we had persuaded four to even try. 
Last June Mr. Johnson came and I asked regarding the pupils writing the 
Government exams. I told him I was rather worried over three of them trying 
white people's standard exams in a strange school (Bala) etc., and that 
three did not know their work thoroughly. He said, "Send them anyway to 
give them an idea of what it is like whether they pass or not", I sent 
them. They all failed. Mr. Johnson,in turn, wrote to Ottawa,(we were 
shown an extract from his report) "Four pupils wrote. All failed. Fault 
partly due to children and partly to insufficient knowledge of the Ontario 
examination requirements." -- Why wouldn't Ottawa wonder how were run- 
ing the school by such a remark? I thought it quite unfair on his part. 

| Mr. Daly told us that they were expecting trouble as Ontario is 
trying to get the "say" of Indian Ontario schools. So far it has failed 
Such things as these in Mr. Johnson's mind would spur him on, I presume, 
to send in an absolutely ambiguous report. 

; We are running a heavy schedule of school work, manual training, 
sewing, knitting, public speaking, special singing, soft be eatd soccer 
games for the school age children. I found the schedule/té seant up under 
physically without help. We are conscientiously doing our best for the 


school (not omitting the community) which makes the complaint harder to 
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bear without hurt. I feel very badly in having a complaint come in to 
your office over my seoming neglect of work, where, on the other hand, 
I am trying to do my very best to be an all-round help to the Reserve. 


May I be allowed to suggest that you phone Mr. and Mrs. Douglas, 
1529 Bathurst St., Apartment 12? We hired them as supply this summer 
and they must have gained some idea of our work from the children, while 
here. 


Agein I sey I am very sorry over the trouble and misunderstanding 
due to the untimely report. Mr. Johnson has been and is always encouraging 
and quite enthusiastic over being answered by the children (he says) for 
the first time in his several years inspecting. 


We a very much like it if you could at some time visit Gibson 
Reserve and/ sorry your heavy program is too rushed to allow you to 
do this.

Dear Mr. Beaton: 


As Mrs. Sommer is writing you in some detail about the school 
work, I shall devote my attention to your request for information re- 
garding my teaching qualifications. The usual first question that is 
asked is "Have you an Ontario Teacher's license?", and my answer is "No". 
I have only those qualifications which my particular training and study 
in religious education,and my experience in teaching Sunday School 
classes at Summer Camps and Teacher Training classes has given me, along 
with what intelligence and soul I possess. 


My best answer is "by their fruits ye shall know them", but you 
have to know the fruits to know the qualifications. We know that the 
school has gone steadily ahead. It is much nearer the standard it should 
be than upon our arrival, Subjects are being taught,which before our 
coming the children were not expected to be able to learn. There is a 
higher percentage of attendance. The school children openly profess to 
like attending school now, whereas they used to dislike it. There have 
been only two children in the history of the Reserve (we are told) who 
ever tried their Entrance examinations before our coming. We have en- 
couraged four to write and I think that is a good sign. Mr. Johnson, 
also Mr. Tipper (the one who conducts the school fairs here) have com- 
mented on signs of advance and qualities of personality, not known and 
marked by a board of strange examiners. 


Mr. Johnson knows all the above, and I am surprised that he 
should send in an adverse report of the school here, considering all the 
advance which he knows has been made. The only explanation I can offer 
is that he may have a personal grudge against us because we let him know 
we were not satisfied with some of the marks given some of our entrance 
class, and he is responsible for that. 


Mrs. Sommer and myself carry on extra classes with the boys and 
girls in woodwork and sewing respectively. These are entirely voluntary 
on our part and they take up a good deal of our time and mental and 
jpiritual energy. We do not begrudge the time, but we would at lea st 
not be unfairly criticized for our work. In the subjects which I have 
been teaching in the school, Mr. Johnson has acknowledged that the quality 
has been steadily improving ever since we came. In general, may I con- 
clude and summarize that we are convinced that the school, not to mention 
the whole Reserve, is getting better service under the arrangement we have 
been carrying out than if the minister had to teach and be responsible 
for all the work up here. 
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@ 


Another factor motivating Mr. Johnson's conduct might very 
readily be that he imagines that besides what is allowed for teaching, I 
may be getting an extra thousand dollars or so as missionary. If so, I 
can understand this galling him when many of his teachers receive only 
$500.00 and upwards.

At the time of his inspection of the Gibson Indian 
Day Sehool on September 29th, last, Inspector Johnson reported 
that Mr. Sommer takes the morning classes and Mre. Sommer 
teaches in the afternoon. As we had no intimation that this 
arrangement was in effect, a letter was directed to the 
Associate Secretary of the Board of Home Missions, United Church 
of Canada, under whose auspices this school is conducted and on 
whose recommendation Mre. Sommer was appointed teacher. The 
arrangement mentioned by the Inspector has now been fully 
explained but, in writing, the teacher, Mrs. Sommer, states in 
part:- 


"Mr. Daly told us that they were expecting 
trouble as Ontario is trying to get the “say” of 
Indian Ontario schools. So far it has failed. 
Such things as these in Mr. Johnson's mind would 
spur him on, I presume, to send in an absolutely 
ambiguous report." 


The Department would appreciate knowing from what 
source you obtained the above information. As far as we are 
aware, the Ontario Department of Education has not, at any 
time, made any endeavour to control Indian schools.

I am enclosing herewith letter received 
from Mr. J. 0. Harris, missionary teacher on the 
Gibson Reserve. With regard to Mr. Harris’ request 
for the purchase of tires for his car, I am quite sure 
that the regulations would prohibit this. However, it 
4s a fact that he uses his car to some considerable 
extent,as he has indicated, for the transport of sick 
Indians, but not as he himself says exclusively for 
that purpose. I would say that Mr. Harris uses his 
car about 90per cent for his own purposes. 


I think possibly that the best way to handle 
the situation would be to pay him on a mileage basis for 
any trips which he may be compelled to make in bringing 
Indians either to the doctor or to the nearest hospital 
for medical attention. He has just recently been paid 
for one such trip and a few days ago he took two Indian 
children to Gravenhurst for tonsillectomies for which 
I am today sending forward a voucher for payment to him 
at the rate of .07¢ per mile. I1 would be glad if you 
would advise me if this meets with your approval and 
also if the rate of .07¢ per mile would be the correct 
figure.

He has kept me in constant hot 
water settling his disputes with the Indians and in many ways 
his conduct has been open to question. Questions have been 
raised as to nis handling of churcn funds, a matter which I 
have not delved into, as I consider it the business of the 
church authorities and, while I would hesitate to say that there 
hus been anything wrong along these lines, there appears to be 
no doubt but that his handling of various sums of money entrusted 
to him has been, to say the least, extremely careless and 
questionable in a man of his pgsition. I have had various 
complaints also from local merchants about the difficulty of 
collecting his personal accounts, 


When Mr. Harris returns, I will interview him and 
advise you further as to what excuses he may have to offer of 
being absent without leave.

I will begin with what I consider the most 
important part of our work for the Indian - she educational 
programme, The greater fart of our work will be finished 
when we have taught the Indian to live as we do and to think 
as we think. While this process of education cannot be 
completed by the ordinary schoolcurriculum, none the less 
the schools must supply the groundwork. I find that the 
average Indian professes a4 lip service to the principles 
of education for his children, but in actual fact opposes 
it by what at the best might be tefmed apathetic indifference. 
As an instance I might cite the case of the day school on 
the Parry Island Reserve which I was obliged to close for two 
months during the winter for lack of fuel. There are probably 
12000 acres of this Reserve covered thickly with good fuel- 
wood, but I had to use all my powers of persuasion to get 
enough of it cut and hauled in to ensure continued operation 
of the school. Poor attendance is another bug bear with 
which we have to contend. It is interesting to note that the 
schools which have the best teachers and who are the strictest 
disciplinarians have the best record of attendance, It is 
my opinion that in the education of Indian children we should 
have the best brains of the teaching profession and that any 
extra expenditures to secure this would be repaid a thousand- 
fold. Our present rates of salaries paid to teachers of 
Indian schools, coupled with all the social and other 
disadvantages of life on an Indian Reserve leave us, when 
we come to engage teachers, with the eulls of the profession 
when we should actually shoose from the flower.

She is not at 
all the type for this sort of work but we had been so unfortunate with 
our teachers there recently that 1 had decided to give her some time to 
settle down and get acquainted in the hope that matters would improve, 
I was, however, very glad to get her voluntary resignation as things 
were going from bad to worse. 


Mrs. Matteson complains very bitterly that her work was interfered 
with by Mr. J. 0. Harris the last missionary we had at that point and 
who is now, I believe, employed in a similar position on the Saugeen 
Reserve. 1 believe that Mrs. Matteson has some grounds for her complaint 
as it would appear that Mr. Harris has made several vis‘ts to the Gibson 
Reserve recently. His wife, from whom he is estranged, has also been a 
recent visit or to the Reserve and I have been told that they have both 
said to various people there that Mrs. Matteson would soon be out and 
that either one or the other of them will be back to the Gibson Reserve 
to staye This, of course, is only hearsay but I intend to write to 
Mr. Harris and advise him that he should stay away from this Reserve 
altogether as his visits there cause me a lot of trouble. I would also 
write to Mrs. Harris but I have not her present address, 


With regard to Mrs. Matteson, 1 might say that ur. Johnstone had 
been called in to treat her for a cold and his report to me was that tne 
Mission House was very dirty and that Mrs. Matteson's person and clothing 
were also in a filthy condition. The Mission Board seem to have been very 
unfortunate in their choice of missionary teachers for this point.

The Stock family is the only one which appeared 
to pay any attention to my warnings and their children 
have been attending regularly during the month of December. 
Action had already been taken in the case of Clara News 
as her mother wrote personally to the Regional Director 
of Family Allowances. Mrs. Matteson appears to have been 
avery poor substitute for a teacher but none the less 
I do not consider that these people should be permitted 
to stage what is more or less a school strike.

One of the most diffioult of these has been the 
situation in the schools. Generally speaking, the family 
Allowances Act has been a very useful club to enforce 
scholl atendance and the mere threat of stoppage of the 
payments has usually been sufficient. In the case of the 
Day School on the Gibson Reserve, however, I have been 
obliged to ask for wholesale stoppages of the payments there 
was a concerted attempt to boycott the sohool owing to disli- 
ke for the teacher. We havo had ill luck with our mission- 
ary teachers on this Keserve for the last couple of years. 
We had one who Was an excellent teacher but a poor miss ion- 
ary. ‘The last one was effective in neither position.

I would advise that 1 have been looking into the matter 
of the transportation of the children from the Gibson Reserve 
to the white school at bala. There are two small trucks owned 
on the Reserve which had been mentioned for the transportation 
job. One of them, however, is too small and while the other, 
which is @ panel truck, might accommodate the number of school 
children, that owner and driver is not a person whom I could 
recommend for such employment. He has obtained an ordinary 
driver's license but I know that his eye sight is very poor and 
I do not myself think that he should be permitted to drive any 
kind of a vehicle. In order to carry out this transportation 
business, it would be necessary for him to obtain a chauffeur's 
license and I am very doubtful if he could do so. In any 
event if he did obtain such a license, I would still not feel 
that the children would be safe in his charge. 


It may be possibile wever, to obtain a

In reference to the schoolhouse I take this opportunity of recom- 
mending that » great thiag for this reserve and in my opinion a 
great necessity is «6 brighter and better schoolhouse, Bither on 

this spot or close by could be erected a house whieh would attract 
the echolare end with the necessary improvements quite an advance 
could be made in our educational activities here, This schoolhouse 
is out of date, very poor sppearance and very diemal. It is used 

for Council, entertainments, etc., etc., and ie old and unattractive, 
In my opinion it would be an advantage to have a echoolhouse which 
would be up-to-date, attractive and ueed for a schoolhouse. The 
present building could be used for institutional purposes which we 
are anxious to prepare for next winter, where games, recreation, lec- 
tures, etc., could be enyoyed. Mrs. Jones and myself would make the 
physicel culture and gymnastics a special feature. 


The present house is badly in need of painting in and out, floor re- 
newed, etc. (fair condition for aforesaid purposes but to encourage 
the dey and night schoole I certeinly call your attention to the 
great need of a new schoolhouse. I am quite sure that attendance, 
punctuality, &c, would be greatly improved end a new interest a- 
roused and the whole idea of education among the pepple placed upon 
sa higher plane and the Dept. would be well repaid for the expendi- 
ture and @ffort. I am aleo persusded that in the interests of the 
ypung and rising race we should have two classrocms.

I beg to report on Gibson School as 


requested in above letter. 

The closets mentioned are in good 
shape, they are sided on the outside and painted, matched 
lumber inside and shingled roof with ventilator in each one. 
All they require and which I would recommend is a coat of 
lime whitewash inside. There is no need of screened 
approaches as they are twenty-five feet apart. 

As to the urgent need of a well in 
the school grounds, there are three wells within one hundred 
yards of the school and as there are only a few children 
attending school it would be much better to use the water 
from one of these, If a well was put in the school grounds 
it would be so little used that the water would become stagnant. 

In the last paragraph of the above 
letter you state the teacher's residence needs painting etc., 
As the teacher's house belongs to the Methodist Missionary 
Society I asked the teacher what he meant by reporting the 
house being in need of painting and he said he intended the 
school house. While I think the building is not very bad it 
might be well to give the inside a coat of paint during the 
Summer holidays and a new fléor would improve the School House 
although it is not too bad. The present floor is laid with 
10 inch pine lumber. If a new floor and platform were put

The Public School Inspector, in a report on his recent 
inspection of the Gibson Indian School, has drawn attention to 
the condition of the boys’ toilet. He states that a new seat is 
required. 


He aleo recommends, with reference to the windows in the 
school building, that a cord running through a pulley and fastened 
at &% lower window sill should be attached to each upper window sash, 
so that the each might be lowered for ventilation, and that locke 
should be provided for windows when school ie not in session.

He further states that there is a serious crack in the 
box stove which should be repaired before further d e occure, 
and that the stove should also be provided with a met jacket 
sereen at sides and back to save pupils seated near from being too 
bot while others at a distance are cold.

put through sufficient to cover the cost of the necese: 
improvements by the end of the financial year, next 
cr While at +ower ench ; ) looked the situation 
over re a doat and the do « th is no dock there. 

there is a floating platform, which I must give Mre. Muneen 
credit for. She has he it moved down to the river; when 

I wae there before it was high and dry .There are a lot 
of round boulders and tie water ie shallow where they have 
to land. As the water is low at the preeent time thie is a 
;00d time to have this work done. I have given inetructions 
that a place 12 ft wide be cleared and sufiiciently far 
out in the riverso that in the event of a blow coming 

up in the river the boat will be away from the rocks. 

I ghould explain that the river ig wide here and equalle at 

his time of the year will comeup and blow the boat 

Way from the dock which causes it to hit these rocks. 
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I observed that Mra. Muneen had the boat tied , bow 
and stern to the platform, but when the platform is 
floating it moves too, so you can quite easily 
understand how it igs possible for a boat to be 
pounded against the rocks. 


I have satisfied Mrs. Munsen that the baat will 
be seaworthy for this eeason , 80 will try to 
keep this expense down untilnext Spring, but it will be 
necessary to Mave a 700d boat next spring. I will make 
arrangerents with Scotts Boat Livery for a good 
stronz boat which has been very slightly ised and 
that 1 ean procure for $50.00. this is a bargain that 
I am getting because of the business that I sive to 
Seotts 3oat Livery. The bo&t is well worth $75.00. This 
expenditure for boat can <o into next years estirates. 


About a gallon of varnish will be required for 

the bedroom ani eitting room floors and linoleum gor 
the kitchen in the Magnetawan Teachers house. It appears 
to me that they have been splitting wood in the kitchens 
by«the look of them, and aeboth these teachers Mre. Munsen 
and Migs O'Meara, are quite enthusiastic about their work 
I think it behoovee us to make ther feel at home and comfortable. 
I would therefore recommend that farnisl for the eitting 
room and bedroom floors and linoleum for the kitchen be 
procured. this buildin; is finished in jritigh Columbia 

and at gome future dete the walle ehould be varnished 
in the meantime it will do but the floors will have to be 
fixed up. 


I truet Mr. Ferrier, that you will understand the 
reason for thie letter. thése thinge that 1 am aeking for 
at the present time are aysolutely necessary and if the 
painting is not done the buildings will not be a credit 
to the Department and lL should feel very wexed if they 
were allowed to go any longer, than next summer ,Without 
being looked after, and 1 am eure the officials of the Department 
if they were here with me would concur with my ideas. 
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thanking you for your kind sonsid@eration in sending 
me yy d I beldeve to be good teachers. the man at 
Parry Ielanda is on trial, and I think with careful 
handling he might be a success.

I beg to report that I have made an 
inspectimof all the schools in the Agency and after 
very oareful consideration of the financial situation and 
the soarcity of funds at the disposal of the Department, 
enclosed please find an estimate of the painting of 
three schools out of the six in the Agency, in need of 
Paint. 


All gix schools are in need of painting 
to keep them in repair, as well as from a sanitary 
point of view, but because I know of the shortage of money 
in the estimates for purposes guch as this, I am submitting 
only three, and would strongly recommend that the Vepartment 
try and arrange for a grant for the painting of these three 
schools. As the times get better, I would hope 
\ that the Yepartment would be able to arrange for the 
painting of the other three schoole, perhape next year. 
ot" In sending in the estimte to the Department 
mine of May 12th, '-36589, I ommitted to put 
n the wood shed, and toilets. I am including same 
in thie estimate. ‘Yucker srothers of Parry Sound have 
submitted the enclosed estimate, and considering the 
distances that they have to cover » it is to my mind, 
an exceptionally reasonable estimate for work which 1 
know will be well done.

I would strongly recommend that this 
estimate from /ucker Srothere be accepted, for the 
painting of theee echools. Ihe reason for me recommending 
that these schools be painted, is that, the Byng 
Inlet School, is very much in need of painting and 
is a landmark on the eserve. Lt can be seen from the 
train, when passing, and there is juet the difference at 
the present time, of this building not looking good. 
the school at Gibson is a centre of interest to the 
touriets driving to slack Lake, and the school at 
Moose Deer Point, is visited by a great number of 
tourists. hese three schools should be painted this 
year,in order that they may be a credit to the Department. 


the consideration of the Yepartment in 
this matter will be very much appreciated.

My explanation, in letters: sent 
forward that the Indiane do not make a good job 
of painting, is one of the reasons why the schools 
require to be painted properly with a good foundation. 
I am taking into consideration the necessity of 
giving the Indians all the work possible, but in 
doing this in the past, I have discovered that the 
buildings suffer and the expenditure is not justified 
for the job that they make, and another reason I feél 
like refraining from giving the indian@ the job 
of painting is this, that if I could get a regular 
job done, not patchy, by a good painter, we would have 
@ good backing for future jobe whereby the Indians 
oan make no mistake. 


Yhe pricee as sent forward from i'ucker srothers 
geem to me to be very reasonable for the job that 
I know they will make. The YuckersBrothers have their 
business here in varry Souhd, and they do pretty nearly 
all the Government work that ie to be done here. ‘hey 
are doing the new vost Office. It ie my opinion that 
the Department would be well advieed to accept Tuckers 
offer for doing these schools.

of the country at the present time, and the need for 
assistance being granted to these men and their families, 
i would strongly recommend that they get this job of 
painting the school, woodshed and toilets at Gibson

Replying to your letter of the 2lst instant 
relative to the painting of the Gibson Indian Day School 
building, woodshed and toilet, I have to say that you may 
obtain prices for this work from Mr. Robert Stock and Ir. 
Isaeh Dewasha. If you are satisfied that the prices 
obtained from these men for carrying out the labour in 
painting the buildingsare satisfactory, you may arrange for 
them to do the work. 


You should purchase from a firm on the list to 
receive consideration the paint, o11 and other materiale 
required. You should see that a cood grade of both paint 
and o11 is obtained. Accounts, in triplicate, properly 
certified, should be forwarded covering the expenditure 
incurred in the purchase of the materials, and time sheets, 
in triplicate, should be forwarded for the labour. These 
should be signed by the individual men and certified by 
‘yourself, 


The school building is to be given two coats of 
paint, both ineide end outside, and the woodshed and toilet 
one coat. You should see that a satisfactory job is 
completed. The Department will leave the selection of 
the colours for the walle and trim in your hande. If 
possible, the painting should be completed before the 
school reopens after the present summer holidays.

Sir: 


The Public School Inspector, in a report 
on hie recent inspection of the Gibson Indian Day 
School, estates that the platform in front of the 
school needs repairing, also that the front gate is 
miseing, which allows the cowe to get in, making 
the playrround unfit for play. He also recommends 
that several loads of eravel be hauled, to fill in 
the open ditch by the water closets. He states 
this ditch is unsanitary. 


I would request that you arrange to have 
any repaire required carried out to the platform 
in front of the school, and, if necessary, a new 
gate supplied and installed. Regarding the gravel, 
it 18 considered the Indians, themselves, should be 
able to haul a few loads of gravel to fill in the 
open ditch referred to by the Inspector without 
cost to the Department. 


Any expenditure inourred should be kept 
to the lowest possible point, and ehould be covered 
by accounts, in triplicate, which should be certified 
by you and forwarded for payment.

Youre of June 6th ,22-1-6 received re report of the 
Public School Inspector at the vibson Indian Day School, 
In reply I have to stato that I knew the platform required 
to be fixed up, but wae letting it go as long as poseible 
in my endeavour to keep down costs. 


[ do not agree with the Inepector that the diteh 
at the toilets should be covered up, as I find it ie necessary 
to drain that section of the School grounds, but IT have to 
state that the aprons around the toilets have been heaved 
by the frost, and should be fixed up,and some of the boards 
are broken off the aprone. If the Vepartment will grant a 
requisition for this, I ean have it done at very little 
cost. 


the next time I am in the Gibson Reserve, I will endeavour 

to have @ bee,and have a couple of loads of gravel hauled 

to scatter around the toilete, but not to fill in the ditch. 
When I am talking to the Jtand about having @ bee to have the 
gravel havied for thie purpose, 1 will explain to them that 

they are not paying anything out of the Sand funde for their 
education and in that way perhape some of the membere of the 
Bard will volunteer to haul the gravel. 


Re the little gate; I do not think the cowe are 
doing any harm in the school yard, it ia only a emall gateway. 
The large gate on the main road te kept closed, but if the 
Department thinks that a gate should be put om, 7 would 
suggest that when they grant the requisition for the fixing of 
aprons of the ‘téilets, [ could have @ handy man make @ 
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little gate out of rough lumber to serve the purpose. 
Thie would not oost very much,as near as I can guess 
the cost of the lumber and a day's wagee, or at the 
most two days' wages would cover the cost of this. 


fhe opinion of the Department in this matter 
will be very much appreciated. 


Should the officiale of the Department see fit, 
they oan aek Inspector McGookin and he will tell them 
that the building and the grounds are in pretty good shape, 
and I know that the Public Sqhool Inspector visits schools 
not half ae good ae the school in the Gibson Reserve. 
It was painted last year and is in pretty good shape for 
euch an o14 building. 


I would be much obliged if the Yepartment will 
grant a requisition to get the work done as suggested by me.

Referring to the proposed transfer of a number of 


Tndian schools to the sole control of the Department of 
Tndian Affaibs on the lst of July next, I beg to submit 
the following facts in regard to some of them: 

1.The school at Gibson has been without a teacher for 
some time, and we have not been able to secure one whom 
we could confidently“reoommend. This has apison partly 
from the fact that there is no accomodation on the Ke- 
serve for an unmarried teacher, ahd-there is no house in 
which a married teacher could reside. A dhort time ago 
one of the Indians, Xavier Laforce, agreed to surrender 
two acres as a site for a teacher's house; this is on 4 
farm immediately’ opposite to the school house. Arrange-~ 
ments were made for Mr C.R.Fitten, Land Surveyor, to pro- 
ceed to Gibson on the 5th of June for the purpose of sure 
veying the two acres, after which a sketch with distances 
properly marked gould be forwarded to the Department. In 
order that a suitable teacher may be procured for the Gib- 
son Tndians,ittseems to be not only desirable, but abso- 
lutely necessary that a house be erected for him to live 
in, and T respectfully submit this matter to the Depart- 
mant with the carnest hope that the necessary accomoda- 


tion will be provided.

To compose the difficulty which arose between these Indians 
and their Agent over this matter of a Teacher, the Department 
early in the year adopted a suggestion made by its Inspector, 
who was sent to enquire into the matter, which was that the

prevent his entering the school, In July last Ohief Jo- 
geph, Partridge informed the Department that at a general 
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meeting the Indians enquired why Miss sophia punn,the 
teacher engaged by them the previous winter,had not been 
appointed. The Department felt that owing to the op- 
position of the Indians it was not desirable to contime 
Mr.O0'Brien in the position and that if the sohool was 
to be made a benefit to the band it would be necessary 
to employ the person whom the Indians desired as a teacher, 
providing that she had the necessary qualifications, The 
Ohief was accordingly told that Miss Dunn should forward 
through the Agent to the Department any testimonials and 
certificates which she had. Mins Dunn's certificate of 
qualification was accordingly forwarded to the Depart- 
nent,together with testimonials from the Rev.Father Ohain 
and Mr.Inspeotor soott,of Renfrew. These were satisfactory 
and Miss Dunn was engaged,her duties as teacher to begin 
on the 24th instant.

The school was visited and found 
clean and in good order. “rs. George continues to impress 
one most favourably as @ competent teacher, and one 
taking a keen interest in the students under her care. 
Attendance has not been good since school opened and of 
27 on roll the average attendance is only 17. ‘The homes 
of the children not attending regularly were visited 
and the parefits warned. Seymour Jocko promised to have 
his two children attend regularly. Mrs. Peter Meness 
also promised her two children would attend. Peter Jocko 
has a very small child at school only five years of age. 
As this child is too young to grasp any knowledge 
Mrs. Jocko was visited and advised to keep the child at 
home another year. Seven windows in the basement are 
Broken. Matthew Barnard the caretaker, was instructed 
to have them replaced forthwith.

Dear Father Breen: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 27th 
instant, with reference to Mrs. Mary George, teacher 
of the Golden Lake Indian Day School. Very careful 
consideration has been given to your suggestion that 
this teacher receive an increase in salary, but I 
regret that such action is not possible. At the 
present time Mrs. George is being paid $90.00 a 
teaching month, plus bonus of 11%. ‘This compares 
very favourably with salaries paid at other Indian 
day schools throughout the Province. It is true 
that the academic year is only nine months, but 
this cannot be avoided at present, due to the fact 
that our appropriation has been reduced owing to 
the very heavy financial demands occasioned by the 
war. If Mrs. George decides to remain, we would be 
prepared to allow her to open the school in September 
and close during the month of January. I thi you 


will agree that it is only fair to all parties 
concerned for Mrs. George to decide immediately 
whether or not she intends to teach next year.

I have for acknowledgment your letter 
of October 14 and have noted with interest the statements 
contained therein. 


May I state without hesitation that you 
are wholly in error when you state: 


"I feel that as all your teachers have free 
quarters the Department should pay my room rent." 


I can think of dozens of schools in Ontario and in the 
West where no accommodation whatever is provided for 
Indien day school teachers, I am not suggesting by any 
means thet this is an ideal condition. TI am simply 
submitting it as a statement of fact. Then, too, it does 
seem somewhat strange to me that these demands for addit- 
jdonal accommodation should reach us at a time when this 
Nation is fighting for its very existence and when there 
appears to be an acute shortage of building materials 

and skilled construction workers. 


May I point out also that Indian day 
sehool teachers and Civil Servants in the lower salary 
brackets qualify for the cost-of-living bonus. This bonus 
is not paid, however, to a great many Civil Servants 
whose salaries are a little higher and who have without 
protest accepted the higher cost of living as a patriotic 
duty, However, in view of all the circumstances, I am 
recommending that your salary be increased by $5.00 per 
month. It is my hope that this action on my part will 
prove satisfactory to you.

At the tank of my visitsto Golden Lake 
during the past year I have received many complaints from 
Indian women against the teacher Miss M. MacNulty.

It has been decided to dispense with the 
services of Miss MacNulty as teacher of the Golden 
Lake Indian Day School, 


I enclose a letter addressed to her notifying 
her of our decision, We would heve mailed it direct to 
her but I am not certain whether or not she is living at 
Golden Lake for the summer or if she is at home in Renfrew, 
Please address the letter to wherever she is living so 
that she may get the letter as soon as povsible, It will 
be necessary for you to pay the postage on the envelope, 


It may be difficult to secure another teacher by 
September let but if we receive any applications I will 
let you know, However, you should make immediate inquiries 
from the neighbouring Parish Priests with a view to 
ascerteining if they know of any teecher who might be 
interested in this sehool, We are prepared to allow a 
qualified teacher $100.00 a teaching month plus bonus of 
seventeen percent. As you know five percent of the basic 
salary or $5.00 a month is deducted and placed in the 
Retirement Fund, This amount is returned with interest when 
the tescher gives up duties in an Indian school. There is, 
of course, the usual deductions for Income Tax but the rate 
of deduction for this tex is the same in a White school as 
it ig in an Indian school, If you heer of any teacher whose 
services can be secured you should advise this office 
immediately.

I wish to inform you that we now have thirty-nine 
pupils attending the Golden Lake Indian Day School. 
To accommodate this number of pupils we are utilising 
every bit of space in the classroom. The extra number 
of pupils who have recently entered the school are 
children of families who were living away from the Res- 
erve during the war years, and have now moved back, 
There is a possibility that more families will move 
back to the Reserve in the near futute. 


Taking these femilies into consideration along with 
the children mow on the Reserve who will be old enough 
to start school in the autumn,I find that we will have 
an enrolment of between forty-five and fifty in the 
school before any of the present pupils have either 
reached the age of sixteen or passed their entrance. 
Therefore the present school will have to be enlarged 
to two rooms to accommodate this many. I would suggest 
that an official from the Training Division visit this 
Agency in the near future to inspect the school and see 
what can be done with regard to an additional classroom.

Owing to the present policy of encouraging the 
erection of private homes, our public building program has been 
somewhat curtailed this year, No provision was made in our 
appropriation for the fiscal year 1946-47 for an addition to 
the Golden Lake School. 


Do you expect that the maximum number of 50 
children, mentioned in your letter, will desire to attend the 
school for the academic year 1946-47, which opens on September 1? 


If a second classroom is definitely needed for the 
next academic year, would it be possible to rent a building on 
the Golden Lake Reserve? I realize that such a building might 
not be exactly suitable, but it might serve the purpose for a 
year or so, until the necessary addition can be erected. I 
would be pleased to hear from you further.

I acknowledge your letter of April 29th. last,with 
regard to a second classroom in the Golden Lake Indian 
Day School, 


In anewer I wish to inform you thet we will definet- 
ly have 44 pupils in the school for the acedemic yeer 
1946-47, In addition to this number it is quite possible 
that Indian families, who have been living away from the 
Reserve during the War years, may move back. If this 
happens then our school attendance may reach well over 
the fifty mark. This sudden increase in the number of 
pupile attending this school is partially due to the Family 
Allowance regulations which says that a child has to start 
school at six years of age when formerly Indian children 
started when they were seven or eight years old. Also as I 
stated in my previous letter a number of Indian families 
have moved back to their homes on the Reserve. This increase 
Was unforeseen when making the estimates for 1946-47, The 
classroom now in this school normelly holds about twenty- 
seven pupils but by useing chairs and tables and every inch 
of available space we have an attendance of thirty-nine, 


Ta your letter you suggested that a building be rented, 
on the Reserve; which could be used as a classroom for the 
comming year. With regard to this I wish to inform you that 
all available buildings are being used as homes and with 
the exception of the Community hall and strehouse ( which 
we intend to complete this summer) there is no other buildigg 
which we could use. By raising the roof on the present school 
@ second classroom might be build above at less cost than 
building a new Wing,@lso save cost in heating. However I 
Would like to have an official of the Training Division 
visit the school before making any recommendation,

She has a 
total of 25 pupils in these three Grades.(II boys and 
14 girls). Mies Legris, the principal, is teaching Grades 
VI, VII, and VIII and has 2I pupils (12 boys and 9 girls) 
in the old school. 


I had to get some additional equipment for 
this second classroom whieh included, 2 brooms; 1 dust- 
pan; I water peil; I washbasin; I alarm clock for class- 
room; and 2 padjocks for the toilet doors.

In laying out the piers in the basement and the flue 
I could not see where you intended to entek the smoke pipe 
from the furnace into the flue, as the running beam rests on 
a pier in the centre of the flue in which place I think the 
smoke pipe should enter, Thihking that this is an oversight 
of your draftsman I instructed the contractors to put the 
running beam out of the centre enough to allow the smoke pipe, 
to entre the chimney.
